The only noteworthy feiilure of the ' 
special ineetin« of the board of ahlernien, ' 
Monday evening;, was a somewhat lieated ^ 
personal attack, which Alderinan Lyman ' 
made upon the mayor, anent the additional j 
appropriation of $lo,ooo for the completion ; 
of the improvements to the Peirce school ' 
building and the city hall. I 

It cMas after eight when Pre.s. White \ 
rappeil for order, and only 18 members j 
were in their seats. Alderman Nagle at i 
once took up the business of the meeting i 
by presenting a report from the special 
committee on public property, to which 
was referred the mayor's communication 
recommending an additional appropriation 
of to be provided for by Che issu- 

ance of a ten year note for tlie completion | 
of improvements to city buildings at West 
Newton. 

The report set forth that tlie original ap- 
propriation was made upon approximate 
estimates, which in very many instances 
were exceeded by the bids. It was found 
impossible to do the work within these 
estimates, and a number of unforeseen 
changes in details were made, which great- 
ly increased the cost. The work had been 
done economically and with due regard to 
the necessities of the public. In conclu- 
sion it recommends the passage of an order 
appropriating Sin.nno for this purpose. 

()n the second reading of the order Al- 
derman Lyman electriiied the board bv an 
attack on .Mayor Cobb. lie described the 
message as asking the board to join hands 
with the mayor in completing an illegal 
act. The charter, he said, expressly pro- 
vided against the expenditure of any 
money beyond a regularly made appropria- 
tion, such as tlie committee reported had j 
been made deliberately and with knowl- i 
edge of the circumsUinces. 

In support of this contention he quoted ] 
from section of the new charter. The i 
work ilone in exce.ss of the money appro- 
priated by the boanl was illegally contract- j 
ed for. It was curried forward with de.>»lgn ‘ 
without any word of authorization from | 
the board. Woul'l the board vote to appro- ■ 
priate this sum to cover tlie illegal acts of 
an oillcer, win* had violated the statutes.’ j 
Alderman Whittlesey — Will tlie gentle- ; 
man trom Ward Kour kimlly tell us what i 
he would have us <hT.’; i 

Alderinan Lyman— “Each member must I 
do what he thinks right. I sh.ill vote I 
against the order.” | 

Alderinan .Vagle stated that he had very | 
little to say in regard to the matter. .Much ; 
came ui> in connection with the w'ork, 
which was iiiiforeseen, and the order 
wonl<l best be passed. 

.\ldeiinau Ivytliought .Mderioan Lyman 
was laboring iiiider a p.irtial inisapprehen- 
sioii. The mayor was not limit*>d to the 
appropriation oi .S^^i.'Xio, but was instruct- 
eil to carry out i-ertam plans and tti do cer- ' 
tain work. The work had been done ac- 
cording to the plan.>i, and it iiiii.st be ad- 
mitted that tlie mayor was not bound to 
keep within S m.'xtb. T'he work was begun 
under llie old city cliarier. There coubl , 
not i(‘asoiiably be the slightest imputation 
agaiiLst the mayor, who had faithfully 
carried out the work, whicli was placed in ' 
h 8 Ininds, I 

.\ldermaii Lyman .said that under the old 
city charter th*u'e was continual complaint 
that the mayor's authority was curtailed. 
'I’his was sou.’hi to be corrected in the | 
present city charter, and tlii:> was the re- ! 
suit. Tlie'idaos on which the estimates 1 
Wore based were false and mislea<ling, and 
there w ere practically no estimates. 'I’he , 
. mayor la t yi-ar a^.-•ured the committee that i 
t._'.'i,<iiio woiibl be ample. i'lieieliud been 
neglect on the part of .•.onie one. and the 
responsibility should be placed where it be- 
longed. 

The order was then tiassed, Alderman 
Lyman uloim voting no. .\ldeim.iu l>.ina 
ioove<l a n-oousideratioo. which was rc- 
Iu«ed Ity .1 vote of IS to 1. 

.fudge Kennedy addres.sed the board, and 
extended to it an invitation to attend the , 
dinner to ComiJany W'eilne . lay evening, 
rioi invitation was acceiited with thanks. 

An order wu.s adopted providing for a 
joint couveiitioii of the board and school 
oi>mmittee at city hall next rues<lay even- 
ing to elect a successor to .1.

A communication was received from , 
.Mayor Cobb announcing the death of ex- .

.hinee the beginning of the ho.stilities 
with .Spain there Im.s been a demonstration 
of the deepest patriotic feelings on the 
imrt of New ton’s citizen.s. Every village 
luLs hud its hiindred.s of llag.s, some on pub- 
lic bullilings and many on private houses. 
Ill each of the w ards hn.sbeen held a “llag- 
raising.” To use a w’ell worn though none 
the le.ss exfiresslve phrase, the last, but by 
no means the least of these ceremonies was 
that in Ward 7. 

On .Monday over SOO of its residents 
gathered on Centre street to witness tlie 
exercises. Placed in the center of the 
street opposite the post ollice was the elab- 
orately decorated speaker’s stainl. Crowd- 
ing Hie sidewalks on eacli side were the 
spectators. .Many carried Hags, or wore 
tlie red, w hite and blue in the form of 
neckties, hat ribbons, etc.

Every speaker received rounds of up- j 
plause for his words of patriotism. Cheer 
after cheer greeted tlie unfurling of tlie : 
Hag, wliile tho.se nearest made a ilesperate j 
rush tu obtain one of tiie smaller Hags that ; 
fell from its folds as it swung to tlie breeze. | 

Shortly after 7 o’clock a procession head- , 
ed by .Sergt. Tom Clay and a platoon of 
noiice, and consisting of a detail of Charles 
Ward post b’J. 11, A. It. members, under 
command of Commander 11. D. Hegen, and 
led by the Cambridge .Manual Training 
school band, inarclied from Armory hall, 
tlirougli Washington street, to Centre, to 
Church, to Eldredge, to Vernon, to Centre, 
and formed in a hollow square about the 
stand. 

Judge J. C. Kennedy, master of cere- 
monies, was in charge. After a brief ad- 
dress lie introduced Itev. .Mr. Holmes, pas- 
tor of the Methodist church, who olfered 
prayer. 

Col. H. W. Kurquhar was the first of the 
guests to speak. He referred to the im- 
portance of tlie occasion, as one invoking 
all patriotic sentiments, and calling fortli 
tile noblest qualities of the citizens. He 
spoke of tlie priiiciules on which tiie coun- 
try had been foninled, and tlie duty of its 
inimbitaiits toward tlie support of the con- 
stitution. 

TTie next speaker was Mr. Daniel J. 
(lallagher, who lai 1 special stress upon tlie 
iiieaningof tlie stars and stripes. its sig- 
nilieaiice was impressed upon tlie people of j 
all climes and countries. He empliasizeil i 
the fact tiuit men of every nation, regard- i 
less of creed or color, regardless of condi- 
tloiLs in the land of tlieir birtli, felt the 
freedom of liberty upon stenpiiigoii .Vmer- 
ica’s .Nliores. Under its fold.s tliey became 
free men. ’’The cliiiin of past circum- 
stances has fulien, and they are tlien able 
to seek the best tliat life holds for tliem.” 

Mr. .Samuel L. Powers, the next toad- 
dress the gathering, traced tlie power and 
inllueiieo of the Uniied .States since its 
adoption of file stars and stripes us a 
natiomil embleiii. Of its widespread recog- 
nition tlie .speaker made a special point, 
“It lias been planted tliroii'ghont the conn- 
try from file .\tlantic to ilic Pacific, from 
file great lakes on Hie nortli to Hie giiif, in 
Hie Pliillipines and in Uiiba.” ’‘.An 1 it is 
not inipos.sible,” concluded Mr. Powers,

DEATH OF CHIEF RICHARDSON.

'riioiigh not unexpected, tho nnnounco- 
menl of the deatli of lix-t'ity .Marshall 
( hiiiles K. K’lclmidson at Low ell, fsnnday, 
wins received with deep regret by his le- 
gion ot friends in this oily. .Mr. Uicli- 
ardsoii bad been 111 w itb ooiisnmption for 
some time. SirnTJ .August of last year, he 
had been uiiatilo to attend to Ills dntic*, 
and hint made bis homo w itii Iiia brother, 
.Mr. .Stanley Kichnrdson of ChcMinit street. 
Lowell. Ow ing to liis continued ill health 
he was obliged to resign his posilloii us 
Newton’s ebief of police which ho did 
.A to il '-’i; of this year. 

He w as a native of Lowell having been 
born in Hint city .August •_'7, LSH. Leaving 
school, he enlisted in the Union Army, 
ami .served with dlstlnclioii In the Civil 


Mar. During the yi‘ar ts(’>n, he came to 
New ton. He joined t )ld Eagle eomiuiny of 
the fire department, ami ran wltli the 
hand tub. When the steam lire engines 
were introduced into Hie city he was made 
driver of engine .’L Tliis po.sitlon he lield 
for m years. During .Mayor Hyde’s term, 
.Mr. lllchardson was apiminted a snecini 
patndman. .Mayor Speare iiromoted him 
to tiie regular force. Five years after- 
wards lia was made sergeant. 

Jantuiry 17 the ollice of captain was 
created filr him, and iitmii that day lie a.s- 
snmed the diiHes of this olHce. A year 
later he w as made city marshall. During 
the first year of his service in this capacity, 
he personally procured tlie conviction of 
JO cases of illegal liquor selling. His an- 
tipatliy to the Ibiuor tratllc in N'ewtoii 
was well known, ami through hisnntiring 
etlorts, the city of Newton has been entire- 
ly rid of that iinisniice. 

While .Mr. Uioliardson was in offlee oc- 
enred Hie riot of the Boston Water Work 
laborers at Newton Centre, and the strike 
of the Italians eiufiloyed by Contractor 
Killion. The creditable manner in whicli 
these atl'iiirs were speedily .surpres.'^ed ad- 
ded to his fame and ability us an executive 
oHlcer. 

Under his leadershit) thedepiirtment ex- 
perienced many desirable cliange.s and re- 
forms. 8oon after his ap|)ointment a.s 
chief, he advanced ra|MilIy to the front of 
the ranks of Massachusetts police depart- 
ment. 

For his legal ability .Mr. Bicliardsoii w’n.s 
held in high esteem by court ollicials 
tlirongliont New Eiiglaml. His circle of 
acqnaiiitaiices among judges extended 
throughout the country, and was of great 
assistance to him in Hie jierformance of 
otllcial ilnties. His opinion in all legal 
matters was regarded as most desirable, 
ami was often taken in preforoiice to tluit 
of regular law’yers 

.At one time when Mr. Bieliardson was 
in Coiinectlcnt securing extradition papers, 
lie was comnlimeiited by tlie (Jovernor of 
Hie state, who remarked that if all chiefs 
of police in .M issacbnsetts were as well 
informed as lie tln^re would be no necessity 
of counsel to a.ssi.^t them. For l.’t years he 
was assistant clerk of tlie Newton police 
court. For .six years he was vice-pre.sldeiii 
of tlie Mas.saciinsetts t’liief of Police As-

During bis tenure of oHlce Hie police de- 
partment of Newton attaineil great 
ellicleiicy. His most rein irkable captures 
were those of Charles H. Williams a 
noted horse thief, .McCarthy and Donnel 
iy two notorious cracksmen, ami Tlioinas 
Manning liighwaynian. The latter he ar- 
rest eiFs ngle haniled after a tierce struggle. 

.Mr. Bieliardson was an Odd Fellow and 
a Knight of Honor. His popularity was 
almost universal. He enjoyed the iriend- 
ship of more citizens than any other mem- 
ber of the department, and tliroughout the 
country had a host of friends. 

Tlie funeral services were held Wednes- 
day iifternooii at tho residence of Ex-Chief 
Bichardson’s brother. They were quite 
•slmiile yet of a very imnresslve cliaracter. 
Bev. Mr. Davis was in charge. After pray- 
ers aiid scripture reading lie ilelivered Hie 
eulogy, paying a high tribute to tlie de- 
ceased. A male quartet .sang several .selec- 
tions. 

Tlie lloral tributes Included a pillar from 
the Newton police department, pillow from 
tlie Newton fire denartment, bunch of lil- 
lie.s from .Mayor Cobb, wreatli from the 
Newton city government, bunch of ro.ses 
from tlio young lady clerks at citj' liall, 
lioqiiet from tlie Massaclinsetis Chief of 
Police .Assocliitlon.

Tlio exercisc.'i 
opened witii singing by a chorus of pupils 
of the Peirce scliool, under tlic direction of 
Horace .M. Walton, director of music in the 
.Newton public sdiools. Prayer was of- 
fered by Bcv. (ieorge W. Siilnii, I).

.lame' Bicliard Carter, chairnuin of .Memo- 
rial coininittHc, made a lirief introductory 
address. He also read a letter from .Mayor 
(.’obb who deeply regretted Ills liiulillity to 
be pre.'eiit on account of illness. .Mr. Cart- 
er then introduced .Mr. (ieorge 1. Aldrieli, 
superintendent of scliools. He spoke of 
the beuiitiful yet simple inscription on Hie 
tablet erected to the memory of Mr. War- 
ren. A Devoted Teaclicr ; The (luide and 
Friend of Youth ; A (looil (.’itizen ; .V .hist 
Man. N(« words of praise (uin be udde<i to 
these. .Next to living such a life i.s tiie 
good fortune of being Hirowii in contact 
with such a man. liispiruHon, continued 
.Mr. .Aldrieli, is the great function of a 
teaclicr, and Mr. Warren bud this quality 
to an niiusnul degree. He closed witli an 
extract from a .Scotcli teaclicr to bis broth- 
er teacliers. 

.Ml. .lames W. .Ap^lebee, master of the 
J'eirco school, made a brief but loiicblng 
tribute to the inemory of .Mi . Wai reii. He 
said— ".No words can perpetuate tlio niein- 
ory of Mr. Wuiieii us bis teacliing and cx- 
uiiiple will |)eiq»etuate it in the lieurts of 
Hie people." 

T'iie meiiioriul address was made by Col. 
Tlionias Weiitwortli Higgiiisoii. He said 
mucb of tile training, instruction, and 
teacliing of the 3 oiiiig now done by the 
Icaclieih, was foi iiHUy done by the <'lcjgy.

He impressed you witli bis |>ei- 
bonulity. Twenty-three years ago, Mr.

' intero.slliig studio.s. Ho believed every 
I clilld to ho an Indivldnal and not a machine. 

! He believed each child had a miml which 
' only nepdcil awakening. lie taught the 
I children to use their braln.«», and illd not 
I believe in aiTlficlal training, 
j Bev. John Worcester sai«l it was Innio.s.si- 
i tile to be with Mr. Warren without realiz- 
I iiig tliiit hi.s heart and tlionght were for tho 
w elfare of tlie children under ills care. For 
I a generation he had been building a monii- 
i nieiit of hnnian ciniractei istics. He not 
I only gave w ord.s of help and iiLspiration to 
tlie cliildren but words of cantloii and ad 
j vice. He gave tlieni tlie best. That was' 
; always liis tlimight. Fverv cliild was as a I 
I birtli riglit, a child of Hod, and as such be 
took them all to Ills heart, and cared not 
^ only for tlieir mental di'velopnieiit but their 
j moral and .spiritual development. 

.Mr. Thoiniis B. Fitzpatrick gave a glow- I 
I lag tribute of love and respect to .Mr. War- i 
rcn. Ho said; 

[ "I speak, not from oasual acquaintance 
I or occasional visit to tlie school, but from ' 
I my acMjiiaintance with liim a.s the teacher ' 
I of my children, a.s a friend and fellow citi- . 
' zen. T'he best tribute wTiicli has been paid ' 
i to bis memory tonight is the presence of .so , 
i large a number of boys and girls, who thu.s ;

Tlie scliool Is the iiur.sery of the world, and 
to have good schools good teacliers are 
iiPcesMiry.

.Mr. N. T. .Allen fidlowcd and gave an in- 
tere.«iting address. He .said ;

"To ensure a good character begin with 
the grandparciit.s," said Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. 

All exjierlenee ns teacher of over half a 
century, confirms the wisdom of tlie.so 
statements. 

Tlie inlieritance of Levi F. Warren was 
gooii, and the cliariicter istics of hi.s youth 
continued in their development to a noble 
manhood. 

Trntlifnl, conscientious, and industrious, 
unselfish and symimthetic, ho wa.s helpful 
to all.

.Mr. Warren posse.s.sed a vigorous pliy- 
sique, a cheerful, optimistic .spirit, greatly 
lielpful to the teaclicr and in its rellective 
inllnence to his stinlents. <>itiek xvitted 
withal, appreciating the situation at a 
glance, and with good sense solving the 
problem, wlietlier it be with pupil, fellow 
ttfiiclier, or school committee. Whoever 
iieard of any niisunderstandiiig with these 
parties not amicably and justly solvetl by 
Air. Warren? .Such experiences are often 
Hie can.se of serious di.sturbaiices in a com- 
munity. 

It should not be omitted that in Mrs. 
^Varren, .Air. Warren foniid a wise coiiii- 
sellor and able colaliorer, and in later yeur.s 
he wa.s greatly aided liy liis diingliter.s.

THE ADDITIONAL AriMlOlMH ATION 


The additional appropriation of Sio.oon, 
iieodwl to complete the work of remodeling 
('ity n ill and the old Tierce school build- 
iug, has passed the board of ahlermeu all 
right, in spite of the comment and criticism 
it received. It Is only fair to Mayor Cobb, 
upon which the a Iverse criticism has fall- 
en, that the facts of the case should be 
correctly stated. 

The original appropriation of S:io.ooo 
was at first thought to he amply sutlicient, 
but when it came to letting the contracts.lt 
was found impossible to carry out the 
work In accordance with the plans, and 
keep within the appropriation. Every one 
who has trieil to remodel an old building 
will easily understand this, as after the 
work is once begun defects which could 
not be foreseen are always found, which 
must be attendeil to. and it is the exce|>tion 
where the work only costs a (jiiarter more 
than was expected, as in this case. 

Notwithstanding the statement by one of 
the members of the board that up to the 
time of the receipt of the mayor’s message, 
calling for the additional aiipropriatioii, he 
had had no ofticial information that the 
sum originally apiiropriated would not be 
sunicieut, the actual facts were well known 
to prominent members of the board of 
aldermen, who were informed and under- 
stood that the mayor would be obliged 
8 mner or later to call upon them for about 
the amount which lias just been appropri- 
ated, and it was witli the knowledge and 
advice of certain of the board, as we un. 
derstand it. that contracts in exce.ss of the 
appropriation were made, the mayor liav- 
ing the full assurance that when it became 
necessary the boanl w ould grant the addi- 
tional money reiiuired without question. 

The report of the committee on public 
property, w hich inmle a thorough investi- 
gation of the miitter.shows that the money 
was well and wisely spent, and no one who

He was later interested In the Municipal 
Fire and police signal company, which 
flourished some years ago. ana whose cou- 
te.sts with the Gamewell company gave rise 
to many lively hearings before the Newton 
city government. 

He owned a large amount of land at the 
Highlands, through which he laid out 
Streets, and brought it into the market, so 
that a large part of the Highlands was de- 
veloped by him. Of late years, his real es- 
tate busines's has taken most of his atten- 
tion. 

He was associated with other prominent 
citizens in the movement to secure a city 
charter for Newton, and sat in thecoinmun 
council for two years; he was the organizer 
of the Newton Highlands Improvement 
Society, and was the pre.sident for 13 years. 

He wa.s a Mason, a charter member of 
the Newton club and a member of the 
.Massachusetts charitable mechanics’ asso- 
ciation. 

He leaves a wife, two sons and two 
daughters. The arrangements for the fun- 
eral have not yet been completed.

SECRET SOCIETIES. 


UF.V. W. It. DAVl.s OF XKWTOX MAKES A 
UEPOUT TO Tilt: XATIOXAI, lOUXt'II.. 


Kev. W. H. Davis of Fliot church made 
the report on secret societies, ami thentti- 
tmlo of the church tiiwanls theiiL at the 
Natiimal Council of Congregutioimlisf.s. 
on 'Tnesihiy iit Portland, Onigoii. In part 
it was as follows: 

Mr. Moderator: Ymir cnmniitteo ap- 
poliitc*! at the lust National Ciniiicll in .Sy- 
racuse. upon the attitude of the churches 
townnl .social and .secret societies, have 
largely gntiiere*! their report, herew'itli 
submitted, by corre.siiomlenee, owing to 
the wide geograjihical separation of its 
memhers. .And first, the facts concerning 
.such organizations:— 

A recent writer in the N<»rfh American 
I’eview May, IK 117 has brought together the 
obtainable .statl%tics, upon the number, the 
present rate of growth, ami the anmiiil ex- 
lieiulitnres of the secret fraternal onlers 
in tlie United .Slates. 1. caving out of the 
count the G. A. K. ami kindred military 
orders, the labor unions ami tlie college 
fraternities, tlie nnniher of .secret organ- 
izations wa.s Kmiid to be about 70,(K)0, and 
their membership .'>, 400 .

Ill the year 1K{H’> the expenditures of 
these organizations in benefit gifts ami 
claims reiicli***! the sum of S(>4;»,noo,noo, 
while ill transportation f*»os, Imnqiiets, 
testimonials, regalias and convention ex- 
penses. 82.V),(MM),i)(MMiiore w**re spent. 'To 
these items the iipproxiiimt*; sum of $42.- 
iKHi.ooo was ad<le*l for tlie rental of bnil*!- 
ings ami halls for hwlgo purposes, thus 
making a total of $!»D.(K)0,ono *;xppmled in 
11 single year by the secret societies of the 
United .States, a sum mit only of vast finan- 
cial i»roportions, hut one wliicli represents 
large outgoes of time ami stroiigtli ami so- 
cial attrition. 

With such collattMl facts before ns, which 
we presume are snb.stiiiitiiill.v correct, we 
r**alize that we face a condition and not a 
theory in imidern .social iif**, which de- 
mumls ami siionl*! receive mo.st con.scien- 
ti*Mi.s social stmly. for tlo^ Lmlge ami the 
(Mill) largely characterize tlio social ac- 
tivity of «pir time. 'The purpose of the.se 
fraterniil onlers is miini fold ; — 

Many of recent dates are largely c*nn- 
morcial and self-protective in tlieir aims; 
otlier.s are convivial and social, some aro

It was till* ugh a comhinatioii of gen- 
eral liumidity and fiolicc vigilance, with 
tho mhls on the former, that Newton was 
perniitte*! t*) enjoy one of tho (juletest 
Fourlh.s in y**ars.

Thet’o iu>* tluAH? kinds of bnmbleliees 
rt'annl In a nest — queiMis, drones and work- 
ers. The »nuHMis alone survive the winter. 
They ajipareiitJy spend the 111#. I'ew weeks 
<.>f sjiring waiting for red clover to bloom, 
the first blossom of which Is the Mgnal for 
nest building. Hefore this they visit the 
willow.s, hum a soft Im.ss about tho lilacs, 
thrust their long tongues Into tho honey- 
suckles and grow fat at tlio exhaust less 
honey jars of the water-leaf, and then tho 
play day ends and labor begins. 

Nest building with them does not mean 
nest construetlon. One beo alone could 
not well do tliat. Hesldes she is in a big, 
bfistling hurry now. .She has actually seen 
a elover blof.soni. Out and In among tho 
deail. matted grns.ses of last year’s growth 
sho g(K's. hunting perhaps for tho ahan- 
doiiixl nest of a field iiiouso. It will Iki i-o- 
nienihered that tlie.so little animals build 
upon the snrfaeo of tho ground soft nests 
of grasses, in which they winter. From 
these they have runways leading In difTer- 
ent dlrtvtlons. Tho hinj goes down into 
tlie dead grass, seranihling on as he.st slio 
nm.v, until sho finds one of the.so runways, 
following It up to tho nest. If it is oeeu- 
pitnl, sho goosel.sowhere; If not, tho mouse 
nest .straight wa.v heeoines a bee’s nest and 
tho little eivaturo begins lior pi-oparations 
for lunist'ki'eplng. 

.‘■^lio now eolhrts a mass of pollen in 
whieh to doiiosit an egg As tho egg 
hatehes and tUi lmliy Ihh) grows sho ktvjjs 
tills mass moi.steneil with honey, and lie 
helps him.self, eating out a cavity larger 
tlian awhile lieaii. In this ho spins a eom- 
pleto cocoon. When tliis is done, he takes 
a long nap, in whieh lie changes from a 
grub Into a hiimhleheo, with wings and 
legs. Meantime tlio parent removes tho 
thin eoating of pollen from tlio upper half 
of tlie cocoon and apparently spivnds a 
yellow secretion or varnish upon it, ns if 
to keep out nudsture. Slio Is also noxv 
l)us\' colleeting more pollen and laying 
eggs in it and tonstriicting a nido coll or 
two in wliich to jilaco lioney. ns if for a 
rainy day. Tin' first hees that liateli are 
worker hees, ami at this time are downj', 
l»ale and liahyliUe in appeanuiee iiiul ho- 
liavlor. in later summer tjneeus and 
drones arc raised.

ernment eoiild ho relied upon to secure 
these riglits widch <lld not «lerivo its just 
powers from “tlio con.scnt of tiie governed." 

This principle was made tlio foundation 
stone of tlie American republic, and is tlio 
streiigtli and .stability of onr nation. 

For centuries Npaln lias attempted to 
govern lier colonies in ab.sointe disregard 
of tlie consent of tlie governed. ,Slie lias 
persistently eii forced tlie iidicrited power 
of tlie crown, until colony after colony lias 
slipped througli liergras|). Kngland prolit- 
ed by tlie ies.son of tlie American revoiu 
tlon, and adopted a more liberal imlicy for 
lier colonies. T'lie .Snanlsh irovermcnt, 
Iiowever, lias proven Itself Incapable of 
learning from experience. 

Tlie Cuban, after centuries of oppression, 
tyranny and ignorance, hiially compre- 
hends the great cardinal trutlis wliieli .lef- 
fer.son promulgated in tliat wonderful man- 
ifesto of .inly 4, 177(1, and is now engaged 
in a war against tlio oppresser, witli a bet- 
ter ean.se, even, tiian iiud mir forefatliers 
wlibii they resisted tlio eiiuroaclimeiits of 
tlie British crown. 

() r soldiers are today on Spanisli .soil in 
aid of Culian liberty and tlie ilefensoof tiie 
principles of our declarution of indepen- 
dence. I am not ready to believe they are 
tliero for tlic acquisition of territory, for 
the creation of an extended colonial system 
or the promotion of an “imperial policy." 
T'liis war can he amply jiistihed as one in 
tlio interest of linniaiiity and freedom. If 
sncces.sfnlly conhiied to tliose limits, our 
nation will continue to enjoy tlie respect 
and adniirution of tlie worl<I.

legislature. It provitles for a new iiietlioil 
cf registering lainl titles and transferring ; 
real estate for tliose wlio care to avaii 
themselves of it. Tlnit is. it is permissive 
in its character, but wlieu laud has been , 
once registered, it mu.st remain so and can ! 
be deait with oniy in aeeordanoe with the ; 
provisions of the new law’. Its chief ad- 
vantages consist in doing away with the 
repeated examinations of titles after the i 
original registration, which is accomplished | 
through the medium of a land court, wliich 
grants an indefeasible ceitilicate of title, j 
Land, which has there been registered cm I 
be transferred aftcrwanls troin one person i 
to another by the surrender of the certili- ■ 
cate and the granting of a new one. Tlie ; 
creation of a latnl court obviates the legal : 
clifliculties encountered in tlie operation of 
the law in lilinoisand Oliio, which, it w as 
held by the courts, granted judicial powers ' 
on the recorders of titles. 'I'liis land court 
is always oi*eu iSundays ami holidays ex- 
cepted;, holding its sessions in the various ‘ 
countie.s, as occasion demands. A certlli- 
cateof title in the original instance can be 
granted only by this court, which also has 
the power to establish rules for its pro- 
cedure, but an appeal may be made to the 
(Supreme Judicial Court on all questions of 
law’. 

This court is composed of two jmlges 
(the judge of registration and the assistant 
judge of registration ; Sessions of the 
court may be held by a single judge. The 
clerk of the court is the recorder, while tlie 
regi.sters of deeds in the various counties 
are the assistant recorders for the districts 
in which they are located. .\11 decisioms 
of this court are subject to appeal to tlie 
.Suj*erior Court of tlie county in whicli the 
land i.s situated, altliougli nil appeals inu.Nt I 
be made witliiii thirty days from the time ' 
of such ilecision of the land court. | 

.Ml ajiplications for tlie registering of ' 
land must contain a careful description : 
thereof, including plan, as well as tlie i 
luiines of contiguous ow tiers or occupants, i 
if they are known. The applicant must i 
also state wliether he is married or tin- i 
married. In ca.se the ap|)licant does not | 
reside in the state, lie must appoint some i 
resident in this state to act in his behalf. \ 
In case land is mortgaged, a mortgagor cun- i 
not make application unless lie obtains the : 
written consent of the mortgagee. .V I 
inariied woman, al.so, unless she holds the 
Vioid as her separate property, cannot make : 
applicalion without the consent of her liu-t- ! 
band. Applications may be made by single i 
■orvcidlective owners, or those whoareau-i 
Xhorized to dispose of legal estate in fee i

When an application is made it is referred 
by the court to an examiner of titles, w lio 
reports upon it to the recorder.

The hill describes in «letall how action 
may be brought bv any iiersoii who has 
sustained loss «»r damages by registration 
througli framl or error, etc. The assurance 
fund. how«n’er, cannot be used to nay for 
los-es caiLscd by a breacli of trust by any 
registered owner who is a trustee, or by 
the iiiiiiroiier exercise of any power of sale 
ill a imirtgage. No plaiiiti'lf, also, can re- 
cover as compensation under this act more 
than tlie fair market value of the property 
when the last payment to the assurance 
fund was made on tlii.s same property. 

All certilioate.s held by owiier.s must be 
surremlered whuii tliey sell and new ones 
issued. The bill provides Dir tlie issuance 
of new certilicates, when tlie former ones 
are lost. 'I'lie fees for every application 
for registering are >.hhi; fer examining 
title, S.'i.iNi and l-lo of i per cent, of the 
value of tlie property ; f<ir entry of original 
certitleate and issuing of a iluplicate certiii- 
cale of title, .? I.Pt*; for a new certilicate of 
title, iiiclmliiig one diiiillcale, $;i.oo, ami 
for each additional iluplicate .vt cents. 
Other fees for registration are similar to 
tlio.se now ill force. 

It can be easily seen tlrat, in accordance 
w ith this new law, after laud has been 
once registered ami its title couliniied, all 
.suh.seqiiHiit transfers are remlered decided- 
ly easier, lesj expeii.sive ami .safer. It is 
heliev.sl that the new law will .stand the 
te.'t.' of the court a^^ to its coiistituliomillty.

T'lie arrest w as made by ('hief Tarbox of 
the .Newton force, as.sisled by inspectors 
from the stat** tire marslml’s otllce, and is 
till* re.sult of months of hard and painstak- 
ing work on the part of the chief and the 
.state otVicials. 

Newton Highlands now’ breathe.s easier, 
and the police are highly elated over their 
.succe.s.s in a case w hich has bullied them 
fill nearly a year. 

The .^hepphard w oman was employed as 
a domestic by .Mrs. .‘schwaar, then Miss I 
McKenzie, for a uumher of ymirs, but early I 
list Oct«*ber was dischargeil for telling j 
s orles to the neighbors about her mistress. I 
Mie left the house vowing vengeance, and ! 
even went so far as to threaten to take the j 
life of her some time mistress. 

A few weeks later in the early morning , 
the McKenzie house was fouiul to be in 
names. .Miss McKciiz'e herself was re.s- j 
cued with ilitllculty, the lu.uso sustaining 
damages amoiiiitiug to about SJObo. It was 
found that the lire was of incendiary origin 
and hail been .started in four places in the | 
ba.semeiit, eiitraiice having been obtained 
by breaking a cellar window, j 

iNusidcioii .soon fell oil the Sheppliard wo- I 
mail, ami she was examined by Fire Mar- 
shal Whitcomb. She stoutly maintained 
her iiiiioceiiee, and endeavored to throw’ 
tlie blame on her mistress, stating that .she : 
had heard Miss .McKenzie threaten to burn I 
the bouse for the insurance. T'lie case was : 
liiially allowed to drop, although the state I 
otlicials and the Newton police were strong- | 
ly eonviuced that the .Sheppliard woman ! 
was the culprit. j 

Early in May, Miss McKenzie married 
Henry T. Schwaar, a Bo.stoii business man, 
and after closing the hou.so on .May ‘Jd, the 
collide left on their weildliig tour. 

Two days later they were calleu home by 
a hurried telegiaiihie suiiimoiis from neigh- | 
hors. Oil entering the house a .scene of ' 
desolation met their eyes which bathed de- I 
scrijilion. j 

T’he handsome furniture in the parlors ' 
had been hacked to pieces with an ax. the i 
furiiishiugs of the dining room had shared j 
the same fate, (’arpets had been cut to ' 
pieces and draperies torn to shreds. ! 

The contents of the china closets had ' 
been deinolislied, valuable fur rug.s liad i 
been .spoileil and pictures were cut and 
t<»ru iLs if by a siiarp knife. L'pstairs tli« I 
.same ruin ha<t liecii wrought, no furniture ; 
of any value having been left wlude, and ; 
valuable clnthiiig belonging to Mr.s. ' 
Schwaar had been torn to shreds. .Several 
nictures of tlie mistress of this house had , 
been cut to pieces. A diabidieal excellence | 
of taste was disidayed, which leil to theilc- 
struetlou only of the best. 

The total value of the property destroyed 
was upwards of .SJixx), ami investigation 
showed that a number of articles of clotii- 
lug ami some jewelry had been taken. 

Chief Tarbox at once began an investi- 
gation, and he was the first to discover that 
property was missing. Very soon he came 
to the conclusion that much of the cutting 
and slashing could only have been accum- 
pllslied witli a razor. 

This directed suspicion again towards 
Annie Sheppliard. 

Several unsigned letters, which Mrs. 
Schwaar had received, in which her life 
ami jnoperty w ere threateneil, came into 
Chief Tarhox's possession, and .Sunday he 
went to IMymouth, where the Sheppliard 
woiiiaii was known to have friends. 

Here he obtained a letter written by her, 
and the writing was found to be identical 
with that of the uiisigiied cummuiiica- 
tioiis ill the pos.He.«.sioii of the chief. The 
peculiar phrasing of the threateiiiiig letters 
alsf» indicated that tliey were w ritteii by a 
colored iiersou. 

Some days ago a visit was paid to a 
boarding house on Newcomb street, ami a 
silk .skirt, wliich was taken fi’om the Mc- 
Kenzie bouse, was recovered. 

Willi these facts in his possession, Chief 
T’arbox consulted Monday moriiiiig, with 
the oilieials of the lire marshal’s idliee, ami 
it was ilecided that tlie time had come lo 
place the w (iiiniii under arrest. 

T’he Sheppliard woman was induced to 
come to the lire marshal’s oillce, .Monday 
afternoon, and in the presence of .Marshal 
Whitcoiiih, Deputy Shaw, ami Chief T’ar- 
box was .sul)jecte!l to a rigiil exaiiiiuat i<ni. 
At first she denied all knowledge of either 
the incendiary attempt or the alfair itf last 
.May, but tiuully admitted that she was re- 
sponsible flit' the attempt lo burn the 
house. 

in her confession she stated that she liml |

COAU AND COALING A CONSTANT 
SOURCE OF TROUBLE.

C’oftl 1 h the buffbrnr of inodorn ships of 
fvnr. It, Is the cmiso of (•(•ns«‘Iess bother 
foro ninl aft. (\>al gels the nerves of liiH't 
corninamhM’s, ship coinmnnders, ehlef ami 
assistant engineers on edge for long cruises 
at a stn'teh. CNial, wlileh also nicans 
coaling, eauses more desertions from tho 
navy tlian anyotlier feature <tf the service. 
The growls over coal and coallngx aboard 
men -of- war of today are never ending. 
AVhen the potency of coal for rendering 
chief ongliKvrs half Insane Is considered, 

It Is no wonder that so many of them go 
to pk*ces physically and areforewl to r<*tlro 
when they ought to Ijo In their prime of 
usefulness. 

Kver sineo tnen-of-war were first driven 
by steam the w«)rld's navies have Ikm'U ex- 
l»erlmcntlng with cfMil. The results of 
their exiKirlments up to the jnestMit time, 
as most of tho chief englnec*rs confess, 
may be repro.scntctl by naught. The steam- 
ing radius of a ton of coal, tho weight of 
a ton (»f coal’s smoke, the weight of a ton 
of coal's refuse, tho ])rop»*rtlonate amount 
. of clinker In each and all f»f the world's 
brands of steaming co^l, tho number of 
pounds of stcjim made in a given tlmo by 
each and all of the worhl's brands of 
gloaming coal — those and about 40 others 
of similar character art' tho minor problems 
that como in for solution after the chief 
jiroblem of getting aboard entJUgh coal to 
drive tho ship aspcclflcHl distance Is solved. 
These are the pencil and pad puzzles that 
conduce so to the conversion of naval engi- 
neers Into neurasthenic wrt'cks. 

The big problem of course is tho con- 
sumption of coal — tho getting of enough 
coal aboard a man-of-war to drlvo her 
through a certain number of leagues of 
water. Coal Is deceiving and treacherous. 

It has an utterly Inexplicable fjishlon of 
working Its way Into the furnace.s, of 
sneaking out of bunkers and of smashing 
the calculation slates of skippers and en- 
gineers to smlthetvens. Many an Inno- 
cent ctMil passer on board a man-of-war 
gets himself dragged up to tho mast to ex- 
]ilaln to his skipper and chief engineer 
tho absence of a certain amount of coal 
that ought still to remain In tho bunkers 
tho coal heaver has been working in, but 
that Isn’t there all tho same. 

Coal i)a.ssers have iH.'cn worried Into say- 
ing “1 didn't eat tho coal," under these 
cross examinations. When coal consump- 
tion calculations are spoiled In this way, 
the recrimination that follows all along 
tho lino Is natural. The sklpjier says tho 
chief engineer hasn’t a pntperly doveloiK'd 
bump of economy. The chief says tho men 
havo sneaked tho coal Into tho furnaces. 
Tho men say tho coal Is no good and 
burns llko dry hemp. And tho coal goes 
right on using itself up as if btiwitchwl. 

Chief engineers know, of course, just 
how much coal the bunkers of their ships 
will hold, to a pound — In cubic measure- 
ment — l)ut figures Ho with referenco to 
coal. When a chief midway on a crulso 
wants to know how much coal he has u.sed 
and how much ho still has on hand, ho 
never simply subtracts tho amt)unt used, 
nccortllng to tho log, from the amount 
taken aboard at tho outs<'t of the cruise. 
Ilo knows that if ho docs this he’ll proba- 
bly get his ship in tho trough of tho sea 
400 or 500 miles from land without a 
j)ound of cojil left t«i move her into jmrt. 
Ho first sends his ytHunan, a chief petty 
olllcer, Into tho bunkers to do f;omo figur- 
ing. Ho discounts tho yesnnan’s report 
through his knowletlge that all yeo'iien 
are optimists and therefore likely to ta»'k 
on a good many more tons than tho bun- 
kers contain. 

After the yeoman has washed up and 
matlo his jk'H ami penell ski-teh of tho 
bunkers, with tho figured amount of coal 
remaining in cjiclud them, the chief sends 
ono of his cadot cngineei-s through the 
bunkers for a report on the amount of coal 
remaining on hand. Tl>o ciulet engineer 
does some Cincy figuring, making his cal- 
culations as abstruse as possible for the 
greater efTect of them, and then the chief 
lias one of tho assistant englnec'rs under- 
take the murky, smutty trip through the 
bunkers. Tho assistant engineer’s tigures 
CK-caslonally get within 100 tons or so of 
the figures presi-nted by the yeoman and 
the cadet engineer. Finally the chief as- 
sumes tho blue jumpers ami blouse him- 
self ami makes the bunki'r cruise. Ho al- 
ways emerges from the bunkers with a 
gloomy i*yo and with his <-onfiilenco In tho 
three olllegrs he has sent through tho 
bunkers «|ulto shatteretl. ami he generally 
makes for the captain’s cabin and aii- 
liounct's that If tho speetl of the ship Is not 
iniiiusllati ly retluced he won’t Ik* lield ro- 
sponslblo for tho ship’s running out of coal 
in inldocean. 

The pert mbat Ion of the chlt'f engineer 
undiT these elrcumstJinces usually works 
on the bs-llngsof oneof the old machinists 
at tho throttle. These old machinists are 
]iractlcal, experienced men, who don't 
know much about llguivs tind havo no sort 
of reverence for etiblc measurement. Ono 
of them goes thrutigh tho bunkers, sizes 
up the amount of coal remaining in e^ich 
of them by tho slinplo eye method, which 
is tho evolution of exiH*rlenco, and makes 
A reiiort on the amount of coal on hand 
that in nine coses out of ten Is provoil at 
tho end of tho crulso correct almost to tho 
ton. Thus tho trouble over tho coal in 
tho bunkers is never at an cad. 

If tho chief engineer’s trouble over tho 
question of coal consumed and on hand 
were tho end of tho problem, It would not 
be so bad. but tho numbi*r of reports he Is 
comi>ellotl to make to tho buroiiu of steam 
engineering on each cargo of coal is ap- 
I«illlng. lio has g<»t to tabulate for tho 
bureau of Aeam englmsTlng tho exact 
amount of cimiI, to a half bushel, uw*d 
dally for driving ship, for working tho 
ventilating engines, for Wiirklng tho 
Hushing pumps, for working tho dynamos, 
for furnishing heat, for running tho loo 
machines, for oiicrutlng tho condensers, 
for doing all of the things aboard a mod- 
ern man-of-war that steam is employed 
for. Ho must see to it that every pound 
of refuse from tho coal usihI on a crulso Is 
measured and wolghinl and report on it. 
Ho must Imvo tho clinker assorted from 
the rt'fuso, havo it weiglu d and report on 
it. Ho must note the color of tho coal's- 
smoke and rt>i>ort on it In viirylng degreos 
of density. lie must, in general, note tho 
conduet and morale of all tho c<iul o<in- 
sumed on his ship and report on It. No 
wonder that chief engineers on shoi-e duty 
always look away when they i>ass a coal- 
yard.— -New York Bun.

May, by the arrest, Tuesday evening, of 
Harry A. M<>ore, colored, and a pul named 
lloblnson. 

Not only has Moore confessed to .setting 
this fire, hut tlie police feel satisfied that he 
Is tlio author of several other of the recent 
fires In that vicinity, notable the I’ettigrew 
fire and the burning of the Myrtle Hapti.st 
cluirch. The amount of property de.stroyed 
by lhe.se tires counts up to over 
The story in connection with the case Is 
this: Thu I’eterson tire was set on the 
night of .May’JA, and the building, being a 
light structure ami used for the storage of 
gasoline, as well as a barn, was destroyed. 
Several horses were burned, and Peterson, 
having no Insurance, was prautically 
ruined. 

Throughout the lire, .Moore was con- 
spicuous, and behaved In such a manner 
as to at once fasten suspicion uimn him. 
'J'hree hours after this fire, the large plan- 
ing mill ut William F. Pettigrew on North 
Prospect street, not Itoti yards from tho first 
fire, was discovered In a blaze- The entire 
department of the city was called out, ami 
for eight hours the firemen fought one of 
the fiercest and hottest blazes that has oc- 
curred 111 the city. The damage done by 
this lire amounted up to some $20,o<xi. 

Several months prevhiu.s to these fires, 
the Myrtle Ihiptist church was set on fire 
and ilestroyed, the destruction (»f properlj* 
amounting to some S.xioo. I’here were 
a luimber of minor fires also, all of in- 
cendiary nrigtn. 

Since tho Peterson fire, Moore has been 
constantly under surveillance, therefore, 
Tne.sday evening, when the snsnicions of 
the police were confirmed by certain elr- 
cum.stances, they hud little diniculty in ar- 
resting him. Ofilcers fnim the Boston fire 
mnrshal’s olllce, who have ul.so been at 
work on the case, assisted Chief 'I’arbox 
and Inspector Fletcher of the Newton de- 
partment in making the arrest. Moore 
was arrested in Huston, and had with him 
a friend, akso cidored, by the name of 
Kobinson. The latter was arresteil. but 
was .sub.seqnently relea.sed, proving that, 
he was not concerned in the tires. 

Both men were, however, brought to 
Newton, ami on their arrival at police 
liead(|narters, Moore was at once put 
through H series of special degrees, which 
finally elicited from him a full confe.ssion 
regarding*the Peterson lire. The others he 
denied all knowledge of, and Chief Tarbox 
could get nothing tangible from him in re- 
gar<l to them. In his confession, Moore 
stated that while under the influence of 
liquor, he crawled beneath the Petersem 
barn and set fire to It with u match. .Inst 
why, he did it, lie did not know. After 
setting the tire, ho .said, he went to his 
home at Ifil Hicks .street. West Newton, 
and went to bed. But he was .s<*en at the 
Pettigrew fire about three hours Inter. 

.Moore was asked about this, but would 
give no explanation. 

In the police court, Wednesday morning, 
he was arraigned on the ehaige of arson, 
pleaded guilty, and was held inSltsKifor 
the grarnl jury. 

Chief 'I’arhox, Inspector Fletcher, and 
Sergt. Purcell. wh<t was also connected 
witli the case, are receiving unlimited praise 
from all (piarters for the work they have 
put in on Hie ea.Ye 

Another arre.st was made Wednesflay, 
when Chief Tarbov, assisted by Sergt. 
Purcell and Inspector Fletcher, gathered 
in Edward Hatteii, 20 years old, •»[ Virginia 
street. It is alleged that Halten Is mixed 
lip with .Moore in Hie recent tires. 

Ill conn Wediie.sday morning, Moore was 
held in $4<MiO bir the grand jury on the 
charge ol arson. 

Since Chief Tarhox’s apptJintnient to 
oflice, crooks and firebugs have lieeii hav- 
ing very unidea&ant experiences in New- 
ton. 

HATTEN IN COfllT. 

Yesterday morning Edward Hatteii was 
ehargeil with arson on complaint of Chief 
Tarbox. It is alleged that on tiie evening 
«»f May 2.-i he, in the eoinpanv “f .Mo'ire, 
aided the latter in setting lire to the Peter- 
son barn. 

.Mr. Peterson told the court what the 
barn containeil. ami the ciiciimslances of 
the lire after he tm<l been infonned that 
the Imrn had been .‘^et. 

Moore was the other government wit- 
ness. He tidd the story of tie* lire, impli- 
cating Ilattcii. Both he ami Hatteii, so he 
said, were walking about the streets on 
the evening of May L'.Mli, and ‘•wanting a 
little excitement.’’ as he exprosse«l It, pro- 
ceeded to the Petersmi burn on Crescent 
street. Hatteii and .Moore repaire<l to tiie 
cellar of the barn, and the former handed a 
match to his companion. Tliis was the 
“stick of blazes" timt caused the conllagru- 
tioii. 

“Afterwards we went home,” said 
Moore. “ .No, we didn’t i nn, we walked. 1 
didn't go to the lire, hut he <lid." 

.Indge Kennedy aiinonneed to Hatteii 
that his privilege was to question the wit- 
ness. Ill respmise to several ynestions, 
some of them irrelevant, .Moore t<dd Hat- 
ten siihstuiitiully the same st<»rv. 

Halten w us imt represented by connsel, 
uml madeu plea in his own behalf. 

He attempted to prove an allb<, saying he 
was visiting his sister at her home in Bos. 
ton. on the evening of .May He arrived 
home, he claimed, ut uhont Il.I.'i, and after 
waking lip his father, proceeded t<» retire. 
Hu was engaged in the removal of Ills 
nether garments when the lire alarm sound- 
ed. (Joliig to the tire, he assisted members 
of the department in laying the hose. He 
emphutlcully Heiiied any complicity in the 
incendiary. 

.ludge Kennedy asked him if he thought 
Moore hud reason for coming into court, 
and making statements about hini.(Hutten;, 
which Implicated him and were not true. 
Hatteii knew of no reason. Several Im- 
pertlnent questions w-ere askeil by Chief 
Tarbox, after which the judge advised 
Hatteii to take his seat, and think the mat- 
ter over. 

There was brief consultation among the 
court ofileials mid p«dlee ileuartnieiit iiiein- 
bers, witnesses, etc., after which the finding 
of the court was read by Clerk Whittlesey. 
Probable cause was found and Hatten held 
in £i4(MNi fiir his uppeuiance before the 
superior court at I.owell.

THE ASSESSORS INTERESTED. 


There was an interesting auctinn sale on 
Saturday, at the old Howe estate oti Cetitre 
stree*. In the centre ol the most popular 
lesldtfntial section of the city. No sales In 
titat section have been marie for some time, 
and tire assessors and every one el.se were 
interested to discover whether valuations 
Avere placerl too low, or whether tltey 
ATonld bear .squeezing np a little higher, in 
order to provide money for city expen.ses. 

It is an accepted theory that an auction 
sale of land or buildings, duly advertised, 
determines the value that assessors can 
place upon them. In this case was a house 
built some forty years ago, as.sesserl for 
$ 4 (KI 0 , and which probably cost less than 
that sum when buiit. The land was as- 
sessed for twenty cents a foot, making a 
total of S11,.T00. Tlio price brought at the 
sale Avas which rai.ses several inter- 

esting questions. Was the Imnse or the 
land assessed at too high a lignre. or crant- 
ing, as some assert, that this was just the 
A'alue of the land, and that houses of that 
age ha\’e no \*alne, Avhat should assessors 
do in such cases? If they asse.ssahou.se 
Avhen built, at cost, .should they make any 
reduction as years go on, and the house 
progresses toward the point where it is 
Avorth nothing? 

If this sale Is held to establish the value 
of this particular estate, what about the 
other estates in the vicinity, and avIR their 
owners not have good grounds for asking 
for an abatement, uroviiling, of course, that 
the owners avouUI be willing to sell for le.ss 
than the present assessed value? 

All these considerations suggest some of 
the dinioulties that confront the assessors, 
especially in a city where the expenditures 
are on such a liberal suile that it is only by 
lluding a large amount of new property 
every year that the tax-rate ciin be kept 
Avithin rea.sonable limits. 

They have also to consider the payers of 
taxes. Tile property owner mu.st get a fall- 
return on the money invested, and also he 
must secure enough out of the rental to 
pay taxes, repairs, and imsurauce. If to 
get these, he asks too high a rent, the 
property will lie idle, and avIR be only an 
expense instead of providing an income. 
'If by reason of high valuations rents are 
made too high, people will not come to 
Newton, but will go t(» otlier places, where 
A’aluations and consequently rents are 
lower, and the growth of Newton, which 
the building of so many new houses shows 
is planned for on a large scale, will be in- 
terfered with. 

Our a.sse.xsors need not be envied, Avith so 
many diilicult problems to meet, and it is 
fortunate thai lliey are con.servHtive men, 
tlnmgh they mu.st at times long for the 
adoption of the single tax .sy.sleni, which 
would put the w hole thing on a simple and 
easily managed ba.sis. that is, according tt# 
the followers of Henry (Je«trge. 


to bring Nowtou to the higbe.st rank iu the 
I state for good streets, audit would be a 
distinct loss to the city to have such a man 
j resigu his olbee. 

j It has been suggested that as bis state 
' dutie.s will take only two da.\s a week, the 
! city (*ou!d make s<»me arrangement Avl'.h 
, .Mr. Ross for bis services the balance of the 
time. 'I his would give us the beneiit of 
his wide experieuc'.* and kmnv ledge id 
street matters, ami there might be a dis- 
tinct aiHantace to the city in having our 
street «M»mmis.>-ioner coun«‘cted with the 
state higliAvay department, which would 
bo foidi.sh to throw away, 'i'hereareso 
many capable assistants iu the street .ie- 
partment that city w(»rk would not .sutler, 
and his duties as state highway commis- 
sioner would make his ad v its? on New ton 
atTairs more valuable. 

T.he question of salary c<»uld bo easily 
at ranged, as probably .Mr. Ross w ould be 
willing to aicept a third oil' his present 
salary, or even less, if ho gave a third less 
I lime to bis duties, ami the city would save 
that much. .Mr. Ross would be very foolish 
j not to accept the slate oflice, on account id 
I the mote honorable position and the Avide 
j opjmrluulties it olTer.’*, but NcAvtou wouhl 
be the gainer if it c.mld also retain him in 
^ bis present position. 

Tiik way the war department is man- 
aged under tSecretary Alger is illustrated 
by an incident at the camp in Florida. 'I’he 
Oftmmissary «Ie|>artment, manageil by 
Secretary Alger's favorite.s,sent‘J4oo pounds 
of bacon to the 1st Wisconsin regiment, ami 
a.s it AAiis full (d maggots .Major Evans .sent 
it back. The c<»mmi.ssary department, 
feeling sure (d protection, sent them back* 
but .Major Evans at once Avrote a sharp 
letter, saying th.it his men had enli.sted to 
light for Uncle Sam, not to die by eating 
unlit food, and although they expected to 
light the Spaniards. Hiey Avere Avilling to 
light the commis.sary tlepartmeid, if neces- 
.sary. The other tdlicers of the regiment 
took si<les Avith Major Eauiis, and the peo- 
ple Avili uphold them. The government 
pny.s a good price for the supplies, and it 
does not intend to have men poisoned by 
bail food merely that friends of the secre- 
tary of Avar can make money. This iuci’ 
dent is said to be only an illustration of the 
Avay army supplies are furnished, and the 
soldiers compelled to go Avithout food, and 
it is a national disgrace. 'I'hat tln*re is no 
need of any such scandals is shoAvn by the 
fact that nothing of the kind lias occurred 
in the navy, Avhere every dollar expended 
secures a humlred cents Avorth of good 
supplies. The commissary <lepaitmeut is 
filled with men appointed because they had 
a pblitical pull, and not because they had 
auy fitness for their duties. The alVair has 
reached such proportions that it is cRRicuIt 
t') see how the President can e.scape taking 
some ileci.sive action, as tlie com fort and 
health of the sohlies is of more importance 
than the feelings of auy one man, even if 
he is in the cabinet.

CHINESE TIN SMELTING. j 


rrlmitlvf* Mf'thoiN Are Followed by \ 

the .Slow GoIiib (trieiitaln. i 

At Tiiliilng the tin mines cover an area ' 
of several 8(|niire miles and are worked al- ' 
most entirely liy Cantonese. 'I’liey re.-em- 
ble notbiiig so luuch as the gold washings 
of California and New '/eaiand — that is, 
a tin wa.^jlilng is a series of delplis or Ind- 
lows, like an ordinary ICngilsh quarry, 
except that tliere is no stone 

The .sand or nibble Is excavated and 
conveyed to tlie trougiis, wiilch are plaeed 
at a sutlicimit liciglit lt> iiilow of tlie water 
running freely down an incline. One man 
rakes up to tlie topniost end tlie Hakes of i 
tin, wlileli resemble bits of Iilaek pencil i 
lead, and wlileli, wlien disengaged from 
all mud or other liglit clinging matter, j 
.sink at once to the liottoni of tlie inclined ’ 
trongli. I 

Otlier laliorers pick out the larger stone.s 
from the rublile, wliile a man stationed 
at the liottoni «)f the troiigli puslies up tlie 
accumulated mud from wlilch the lead is 
not yet quite separated, .so that it may 
pa.ss tlirougli a second or lliird course of 
waslilng. 'I'liu leaden ore is then carried in 
bucki'ts to special cleansing bou.ses and 
there thoroiiglily waslied once more. ■ 

'rhe furnace looks like a gtioil sized wine 
cask set on end. lint at a slight angle, and 
each one is provkled with an iron pan for 
a base. | 

This iron p:in, together with a number 
of cooper’s hixips twined round tlie baked 
mud, serves as a stiH’oning and lielps to i 
keep tile fnriiaco from collapsing. 'The j 
lead ore is thrown, togetlier with the char- 
coal which melts It, In one mass into tills 
barrellike furnace, wlien tlie molten metal 
soon pa.sses tlirougli tlie charcoal and | 
escapes (tlirougli a vent in tiie side of tlie j 
lower portion of the barrel furnace) into a 
small nit dug into the ground lielow. | 
'riio lire l.s kept active by a primitive. i 
but very elTectIve liellows, consisting of a | 
liollow’ed tree fitted wltli a wooden piston, j 
and connecteii with the furnace by a siiort 1 
liamboo tiilx) iinsorted into its side, 'i'he ' 
wiiule a])p.‘iratus costs only (at pre.sent ! 
rates of excliange) aliont $12.50. j 

A workman rakes the slag otit of the 
pit, and if the market price of tin is suHi- 
ciently liigli to make it pay to do so tills 
slag is passed a second time tlirougli tlio 
furnace. The pure molten tin, frivd from 
the slag us it simmers in tiie pit, looks 
like so mneh quicksilver, 'riic “pigs” are 
like so many large bricks witli one side 
rounded and the otlier Hat, tlie Hut side | 
having a Ijroad rim or Ixmler. 

The explanation of this is that blocks of , 
wood of prifisely tills slia|K' aro presM-d i 
into tlie sand or mud wlileli forms tlio 1 
naliiral Hoor of tliesmelting lions«*s. Wlieii j 
tliesu wood«>ii molds arc rcmovtHl, of coui'm* j 
corresponding liolcs n'lnain, and into 1 
tliese liules tlie nioltt'li lead is ladled fi'oiii \ 
the pit. It lakes a whole day to cool sitf- ! 
Heieiitly to get Hrni. Wlieii it has well j 
set, it is lifti'd or draggl'd out of tlie iioles .

MANILA’S LAST EXPERIMENT IN THE 
BULL RING. 


After n Tljrrr i»ivl Two P.intliern Paltril 

»o I'tuor the Overflery llitll, I’nn- 

a ‘iiioiiliiiit llriikc I.ooftf* In the Audi- 1 

rn«T niid tlio Show Wnn lleclnred Oft. 

Besides many other regular forms of i 
nmu.si'ment the reshlents of Miiiiiln usihI 
now and ilien to have the hullllght. As n 
rule, however. iM-rfornianees In the bull 
ring were few and far betwix'ii, sinee lusty 
niilnials siH'ined ineapalde of thriving In 
tlie torrid climate of the Philippines. It 
was during the early days after my ar- 
rival that the old wooden ring — s(|nattlng 
out In the rloullelds of the lOrmita snlinrb 
— was to lie used for the last time, and the 
oceaslon was one of unusual intc'rest sinee 
flu* jMisters annoniuH'd In grown nti letters 
a “struggle lietwi'en wild iM'ast.s — grand 
light between full blootUHl Spanish Inill 
and royal Bengal tiger, dlnx't f.’Min tlie 
jungles of India.” E'or days Ivfore tho 
exliibition conversation in tlie eafes along 
tlie E^scolta fnvarlahly turned to the suii- 
jtvt of the coming exhibition, and it was 
evident tliat the managers fully intended 
iMith to reap a large harvest of heavy tlol- • 
lars and to wind up the carei'r of the bull 
ring assfH’latlon In a bla/.e of glory. ’ ] 

A hot afternoon In early E'ebrnary found i 
everylKidy dlri'eting their steps toward tho ' 
wmiden striieturo, which conslstitl of a 
lot of rickety seats plliMl up around a cir- 
cular aivna. Tho n*.served swtlons were 
coveri'd with a light roof to kwp off tho 
hot afternoon sun, but tho ‘‘bleachers, ” 
for those tliat held only ‘‘billetes do sol,” 
were exiKised to the blinding glare. Tho 
nudlenee — a crowd of H.OOU persons with 
dark faces showing above suits of whito 
8lu>i'ting — found tho center of the ring nr- 
immented with a Imge iron cage sonio two 
rods square, while off at the side were 
smaller cages containing the "licras,” or 
wild lioasts. 

'The show opened nmld brc.athle.s.s excite- 
ment with an exhibition of panthers, and 
a man dre.ssed in pink tights uto dinner 
in their big cage after setting off a bunch 
of llrecrnckers under one of tho ‘‘floras, ” 
which did not si*ein inclined to wako up 
enough to lick his choiis or. to protend to 
want to cat somelxidy. The daring per- 
former lived to digest his gla.ss of water 
and one craeker, and a dwr was next in- 
troiluced into the Inelosure. The iiaiit hers, 
even at tlie command of the keeper, seem- 
ed unwilling to attack tlieir gentle foe, and 
on continued liissing from tlie big audi- 
ence tlie animals were wltlulrawn. 

Tlieii gmii sliouts of “I*;! toro, el toro!” 
arose as off at the small gate at one side 
the Inill amieared ealmly walking forward 
under tiic guidance of two natives, and ' 
renewetl apiilau.se arose as the small heavy 
civgo containing tlie royal Bengal tiger 
was rolled up to tho sliding dour of tho 
central siructuro. 

The bull was shoved Into tho iron jail, 
a dozen or moro bunches of llrccrackcrs 
wero set off in tho small box hohllng tho 
tiger in order to wako him up, tho slide 
door connecting tho two was withdrawn, 
and with a deafening roar tho great In- 
dian cat rushetl forth and trietl to swallow 
a man who was standing outside tho bars 
holding a lieated pitchfork, 'i'ho Inill stood 
quietly in one corner wagging ids tail 
and after blinking his eyes onoo or twice 
proceeded to examine his niitagonl.st in a 
nio.st friendly spirit. In fact, there seemed 
to 1)0 no hard feeling at all between tlio 
two beasts, and tho tiger apparently only 
wanted to get at tlie gonllomuu outsido 
tlie cage, not at tho bull. 

'I'hc audlonco howled and jet'nxl at the 
tiger, bet cm tho bull and criticised tho 
man witli tho pitchfork as ho gave tlio 
tiger several liard pokes in tlie ribs. Tliis 
angered the beast so tliat ho niado a divu 
for tlio inill and promptly found himself 
tosscxl into tho air. But as ho came down 
he liimg on to the bull's nose and dug 
his claws into tho tough hldo. Curiously 
enough, tlic bull did notstHiiii to mind that 
in llio least, and tho two stood porfoctly 
still, locked in close quurtor.s, fursoiiioflvo 

lUillUtl'S. 

And, to make a long story short, there 
ooenrrcd some four of those mild attacks 
— always incited by tho man with tho 
Iiitchfui'k — during which tlie inill stqjiped 
on tlio tiger, making him howl witii pain, 
and tho latter badly bit tho Inill on tlio 
K‘gs and nose. After the fourth round 
liotli beasts seemed to bo in want of a 
siesta. It was growing dark, and tho 
dlssatlslled nudieuco cried for another 
bull. 

'The first animal was finally dragged 
away aftc-r the tiger liiid glailly retreated 
to his eage, and a fresh bull wltli moro 
spirit was IntriMlueiHl Now, however, tlie 
tiger was less game tliaii ever, and m 
aiinniiit of llrecraekors would induce liiii 
to stir from tiiu sinaii cage, iie s(‘i‘mct 
far too sensible and literally appeared t 
be I 'o.>i^e^sed of an aslicstus skin. 

It was now getting really dark. Tlio 
audleiieo joined in a chorus of howls. I’eo 
pIc! Iiegan to llglit matelies to see their 
l>rograniiiies, and tliecireiis ring IiHikedas 
if it were lllled with flretlles Tlieii tlio 
lirograniines t lioiiiselves wore ignited to 
gc‘t 11101-0 light. Cries of •‘Glvo us lm»‘k 
onr money I” and otliersof a li‘.--s printablu 
kind aro.se, and |*andeinoniuih relgm-d 
Men jutn|)ed into tlio ring, but tlio tiger 
refiiM'd to move for aiiybcKly A couplu of 
pant tiers were again liastily Introduced in- 
to tiiu cage witli the bull in tlio tioi>e of 
totlrring tidiign up 

Hut tile Inill iiierc'ly licked one jiantlier 
on tile no...e and wagginl Ids tail at the 
otiier. while the steiw was d^vlared oil on 
account of darkness Tiicn e\eryliody tiled 
out in disgust, and tlio man witli tlio 
tiger, paniliers and pitchforks sailed tor 
foreign hliuivs by tlio flist steamer .‘■^ucli 
was tiiu last |K rfurinaiicx) in lliu " IMa/a do 
'i’oros de Muniia, ” and nowadays iiutliing 
marks tlio spot wbero stood tho arena 
c‘Xi‘epl tlie llttlo tteket office, over wlioso 
window:. ;,ri‘ the words ••Billetes de Sol.”

FOILED THE WOODPECKERS. | 

Ingrtilonn Srliemo to Save tin* I’olss nn «1 
Its reriilUr Itrsiilt. 

•‘Spi-aklriff of modern Ingemtlty,” rc- | 
niarkeil Assistant .‘■Jtiperlntemleni of 'rd- | 
egt ijVi BiMinie the oilier day, “eiUls to 1 
mind the iiappy idea of .Superintendent i 
Jo.sejili Donner. now located with tho ■ 
Sontliern I’aeille eompaiiy at .‘san I-'ranels- 
ro. wlien tie was on tills end. Yon may 
n-iiiemlHT his extHTlemH’ in painting the 
telegrapli jMiles of the Arizona desert with 
nsphalt.aiid from tlie sand sticking to t liein 
gradually siiiinlating stone. Well, what I 
am alioiit to relate equaled tills jiroeiMHl- 
Ing iHith ns to (•fllciM’y and coneepllon. 

In western Texas, west of S|Hiffonl June- 
tioii and for many miles, it was almost 
linpossBiIe to make a telegrapli pole last 
more tlian six months, owing to tlie many 
woodpwkers in tliat Hwtion. Tlie lilrds 
eonstanlly nttaekiHl tlie posts and nctnally 
IM'rforated tho woml in divers plaees until 
till* poles bore the appearaiiee of liaving 
Imvu well lioml, soon iKvonilng useless. 
Healizing tliat soiiH'tliing must lie done, 
Mr. Donner jint on ids tidnking eap. and 
at tlie end of a week lie had si.lvcd tho 
prolilem. 

“A month later be jourir'yed to Spofford 
.Tnnetlon, and attachi-il to tlie train was a 
carload of hollow iron poles, each painted 
to re.semblo onllnary rough rtnl eeilar. j 
These he set up at intervals of live miles, I 
covering tho territory iiffivtcd by tlic i 
woiMiiH'ckers. A skilled eye enuld not de- 
termino the differonco between tho Iron 
IKiles and tho wooden ones. Concealed 
within tho top of eaeli of tho tnetnl jioles 
Mr. Donner atUielioil a very sinall ‘birz- 
zer,’ similar to those usihI in Boa of call 
bells, and these ho attached to tho tele- 
graph wires, they kix'ping up a constant 
humming. Here Is where tho woodpetdiors 
were fooled. 'They imagined tho ‘buzzers’ 
were insects In tho poles, and tlien Iiegan 
a desperate sortie of tho birds upon the 
metal. They lloeketl to tlie antlci])ated 
harve.st by seort*s, and tlio foollsli tilings 
never n'alized their error until tiic bill of 
each was worn down to a frazzle. A 
montli’s tlnio found every W(KMipi*cker in 
the statu in this awkwaixl prt>dieament, 
and being unable to penotnito tho iron 
they gave up and went to eating gravel. 
Tho poles of wood wero saved. 

‘‘A iMX’uliar result was that the progenj 
of the mutilated birds showed bills with 
out points, and eonsc'qneiitly the.so lattei 
are unalile to do any damage. Every 
woodpecker along tho lino now wears hit 
bill as rounded as a liaseball, and wo ox- 
porienee no niortf troulilo. Mr. Duiinei 
was tliinkinguf patenting the idea, but 
did not, liuwovor, iiivforrlng that otlioi 
lines should have the lH*neflt of ids ingo- 
nulty free.” — Now Orleans Tlmcs-Ucino- 
crat.

In £ncli App.-iratuii Tliero In Over IIulT n !

“When you say ‘Hello I’ to ‘central’ did 
you know that you talk over 2,bUU feet, or 
Olio half mile, of copper wire before tho 
sound of your voico Is transmitted from 
the tclephuno boxK’ luskod tho su|H'rin- 
tendent of tho Missouri and Kansas Tolu- 
phono company of a reporter for The 
Times recently. It Is a fact that in each 
tclcphono there is 2,'.I00 feet of lino wire, 
Yoii sec, tho phono is composed of threo 
parts. 

* E'irst tho ringing apparatus, then tho 
transmitter and liost tlio oar trumpet or 
rcceivei’. In tlic lirst arc two sniall cords 
uliout the size of a No. 40 spool of tiircad 
iiunicdiatoly behind tho bells, each con- 
taining 500 feet, and in the niagnetu or 
ringing maohino is another cell, contain- 
ing 1,*J00 feet, making In all 2,200 fi.*ot. 
In the second jiart isacoll of the same size 
of wire, Xo. yii, about the size of No. tto 
thread, which contains 500 feet. In the 
receiver is 200 feet luoix*, making in all 
2,000 fei*t. 

“In tho telephone oxchangu wo have 
8, .’loo liistruineiits. With 2,000 fevt In ouch 
tho toUil Would inako 0,570,000 fivt of 
very lino wii-o in ust* in tho toleiilionos of 
the city alone, l^iguring 5,280 foot to tho 
mile, it would make slightly over 181 
miles of wire as lino as a thread. 

“This wire Is Insulated or shielded with 
two lliioknes.ses of extremely lino silk 
thread and is an item of consideralilo ox- 
lienso, as tho spools or colls aro easily 
buriu-d out. Tlieiv is an eiiniil amount of 
wire cuntalmxl in coils back of tiu* switch- 
board at ‘centrar wliicli makes :Ui2 miles, 
or onougii to reach from liciv to .St. Louis, 
witli a good many miles to simrc. ” — Kan- 
sas City Times.

CURIOUS WEAPONS. 

1‘rliiiltlvr Artlrlr^ of OITcii^c i»nd llrronne 
l».T llir riiillppliH' Islnndf'ri*. 

In tlio I’nlverslly of IVnnsylvniiln nro 
curios which arc closi ly nllb'd with the 
earlier jH-rlods of the Philippine Islnnds. 
They consist of a nuinher of s]M'<dniens of 
primitive weapons and ar»' the only exam- 
ples of the kind In the country. The col- 
h*(*Hon, meager as It Is, has alrt'ady Rt- 
traeted considerable attiuitlon, and* tho 
many \^sl.or8 atte-t to the divp Inteivst 
the jH'ojde feel in all that, pertains to tho 
new territory. 

The curios arc five In number and were 
obtained at the rastrow (rag fair) at Mad- 
rid and dejmsltinl In the university. 

I'rom the saw of tho swortlflsii single 
and two odgtHl .swonls wore eonstrnoted. 
In tho ease of tho former tho tivth wore 
eais'fully sharpeiunl on one side and tho 
larger end out down for a handlo. It pre- 
sents a formldublo appearing implomont 
of earnagt'. With tho other tho two edged 
sides wen- iireserviMl. In the hands of a 
museular nallvo these crude swords would 
moke most frightful wounds. 

A thlnl weapon of later dato is a short 
cutlass shai>od alTjilr of iron. Tco Phlllii- 
pino islanders became export as Iron work- 
ers. and the anelent weapon shows how 
well the natives of old patli*rned their 
death dealing njipHanees. Tho handlo of 
this itvn swonl Is ornamented with tufts 
of hafr ami fanciful rai.sed designs, in 
token perhaps of tho valuable (pialltlcs as 
a hair raising tool. 

A fourth weajion resemliles an exagger- 
ated meat cleaver of uninviting appear- 
ance, with (vsharpeiUHl edge on one side 
and a long jiolnt on the other, in solid 
iron, with a long handle. 

A Malay envse Is tho fifth weapon In 
the eolleetlon. These weapons were made 
by the Visayas, a Malay tribe who Inhabit 
the Islands to the south of Luzon. The 
criH'ses arc short swonls of the dagger spe- 
cies, with exquisitely carved handles and 
graceful blades. 

In the Colonial museum at Madrid 
many other odd relies are pre.served, In- 
cliuling Idols of tho natives. Tho iirlnci- 
pal Idol was of tho malo persuasion, the 
fonialo being a lesser deity. Cast iron can- 
non and small swivel guns of the early 
natives, with their military iinifnrm.s, are 
also displayed there. — Now York Mail and 
F^xiires.s. 

THE FEAST OF DOLLS. 


One of the Many Odd CiiHtoms of Odd 
Little Japan. 

In that land of feasts and festivals — 
•Tajian — the most popular one with the 
childn.'ii is the feast of dolls, which takes 
jdaee in tho month of Febriiarj*. It jier- 
haps answers to our ,*>1. Valentine festivals. 

The fun lasts for three days, and, if lit- 
tle Miss .laiuin’s father and mother and 
grandfather and grandmother have laid 
up in stoiv for this iK-caslon, dolls liy the 
hundreds are brought forth to celebrate 
the feast, and many of the dolls are years 
and years old humlreds of years even, for 
every (dd doll that enters a. Iapaiie.se homo 
is Treasured and kept for this great day. 

The best room lnthohou.se Is cho.sen. 
Here shelves covered with rich silken 
hangings, gav in color, are arrjingiHV, per- 
haps live or six shelves, extending the 
length of one side of the room. 

The principal dolls are the emperor and 
cmiire.ss of Japan, or two dolls dre.ssed to 
nqire.sent these august personages In their 
court attiri*. Lverything centers aliouc 
them. Dolls to rejiresent maids of honor, 
courtiers and statesmen, each in appropri- 
ate dre.ss, are ranged next in order. 

Lverything which their imperial maj- 
esties can posslblj* need in the waj* of 
hmisehold furniture Is represented In min- 
iature. liver cups, liowls and rice buck- 
ets on laequei*ed trays are placed before 
the iMiipei-or jind empre.s.s, and each day 
the little child for whom this festival Is 
prepari-d flll.s the dishes with the dilVereiit 
kinds of food u.s»*d in a Japane.so household 
— rice, fruits, nuts and cake or sweet 
wine. 

Besides the table service, everything 
which an imporhil doll can he expecti-d to 
need Is setai — laeiitiered palanquins, funny, 
hood shaped bullock eart.s, lire boxes, char- 
coal b.i.-,keis and tongs. Nor is the toilet 
table ami its accessories forgotten. There 
are combs, lirushes, mirrors, utensils for 
blackening the teeth, for reddening tho 
lips and white ning the face. 

At the end cjf the* feast the dolls are 
jiaekeil away for anotluT year, i‘Xce|)t two 
or three, which are left out for dully use. — 
St. Louis Heptibllo.

' She was mittirally a very talented woman.

] eharming singer and plajer and was so- 
I dally very pomilar. 

A cottage had been hullt by tho late Mr. 

; Boot, and the family had become re.sidents, 
rather than visitors, having been to tho 
island season after season. This year 
w hile rather out of health, and at limes a 
little despondent on that aeeonnt. Miss 
Boot had taken her usual Interest in every- 
thing at tho Island. She was, as one said, 
•’bright and Jnlly, ’ ami especially in tho 
habit of visiting Hie wharf everyday when 
the steamer arrived. 

I .She gave no reason for her rash act. She 
left a note for one of the ladles on the

Barbed Wire Road Fences. 

To tho KUItor of tlie Ciapliie

tate the rifler onto the liarbeil wire, and 
several .slight accidents liave already oc- 
ciiied, and wheelwoinen liave Innl their 
ill e.s.ses torn. 'I'lie city miglit be liable for 
heavy damages in allowing .sucli a fence 
along a main tliorougbfaie. and a terrible 
accident is liable to happen there any day. 
Perbaps some of Hie city uiiHioi’ities'coitid 
remo\e it. The condition of Winchester 
and Needham streets i.s latber siirpri.siiig 
in Midi a city a.s Newton, as they are an e.x- 
aniple of a country road of tin* most horri- 
ble kind. Peiliap.s, if no iinproveiiient i.s 
po.ssible in Hie pre.seiit state of tlieeity’s 
liimnces, of w hicli we bear .soiiiiid),now 
that .‘Mipt. Boss i> a member of the .'State 
Highway ('ommi.ssioner.s. he miglit get the 
state to laj a mile of stale liigliway. say be- 
tween Walnut street and tiie (’haile> rjiver 
at Upper F'alls, and then our portion of 
tliis iliorouglifare would be as good as 
that portion in the town of Needham.

Burghley and Walslngham, you can sco 
fnmi their letters, In'llcvcd now that E’.liz- 
alM'th hml rnliu'd herst'lf at last. Haiiplly 
her nuHuls weiv variable as the weather. 
Slie was foreeil to set' the condition to 
whleh .she hml redtieetl her affairs In the 
Ijow Countries by the ajipea ranee of a num- 
ber of starving wrtdehes who had deserted 
from the garrisons thert* and hml eomo 
aeross to elaimir for their pay at her own 
imlaee gate.s. IT she batl no troops in the 
held but a inntinons and starving rabble, 
she might get no terms at all. It might 
1 h* well to show Philip that tm tme ele- 
ment at least she could still lx* (itw’igerous. 
5>he had bust nothing bj* the bow l actions 
of Drake and the privateers. With half a 
heart she allowinl Drake to fit them out 
again, take the Buenaventura, a shi]) of 
her t>wn, to earry his Hag and go down to 
the eoast of Spain and sot* what was going 
on. lie was not to do t<iomiieh. .She sent 
a vice admiral with him in the IJon to bo 
a cheek on ovdraudaelty. Drake knew 
how to deal with embarrassing vice ad- 
mirals. His own mlvonturers would sail, 
if ho ordiTixl, to tho mountains of tho 
moon and bo qulto eortaln that It was tho 
right placo to g*» to. Onoo uiulor way and 
on tho blno water ho would go his own 
courst' and run his own risks. 

Cadiz harbor was tlii'ongod with trans- 
ports. jirovlslon ships, jxiwdor vo.s.sols — a 
humlrcil sail of thorn — many of athonwiml 
tons and ovor, loading with storos for tho 
armada. Thoro woiv an sail of mlvontur- 
ors. tho snmrte.st afloat on tho ooonn and 
sailod hy tho smartost soanian that ovor 
handkxl ropo or tillor. .Something miglit 
bo dono at Cadiz if ho dhl not say too 
imioh about it. The leave had boon given 
him to go, but be know by oxperlonco, 
and Burghley again warned him, that It 
might and probably would revoked if 
lie waiHxl too long. The moment was his 
own, and he used it. He was but just in 
time. Before his sails wore under tho 
horizon a oourior gallojiod into Plymouth 
with orders that under no o^uulltion was 
ho to enter port or haven of tho king of 
Spain or injure .Spanish subjects. What 
else was ho going out for? Ho liad gno.ssed 
how It would 1)0. Conunly or earnest ho 
could not tell. If earnest, some such or- 
der would bo sent after him, and ho had 
not an instant to lose. 

lie sailod on tho morning of April 12. 
Oft Ushant ho fell in with a northwest 
gale, and ho How on, spreading every 
stitch of canvas which his spars would 
bear. In five days ho was at Capo St. Vin- 
cent. On tho ISth ho had tho wliito 
houses of Cadiz right in front of him ami 
could SCO for himself the forests of ma.sts 
from tho shijis and transports with which 
tho harbor was choked. Ilcn> was a chance 
for a idcco of service if tlioro was courage 
for tlio venture. He signaled for his oHi- 
ci'i's to como on lioard tho Bimnavcntura. 
There before tlieir eyes was, if not tho 
armada itself, the materials which were to 
fit tho armada for tho seas. Did they dare 
to go in with liim and destroy them? 
There wore butti'ries at llie liarlior montli, 
but Drake’s marines liad faei'd .‘'Spanish 
batteries at St. Domingo ami Cartagena 
ami laid not found tliem very formidable. 
Go in? Of euur.'O they would. Wliere 
Draku would h-atl the eorsairs of Plymouth 
wero never ttfniid to follow. 

Tho vice admiral pleaded danger to her 
majesty’s ships. It was not the liusiness 
of an ELiglish Heet to be iiarticular alnuit 
danger. Straight In they went with a 
fair wind timl ti Hood tide, ran jiast the 
liattories and under a storm of shot, to 
which they did nut trouhle them.selves to 
wait to reply. The poor vlee admiral fol- 
lowed r»‘ltietantly In tho Lion, A single 
shot hit tho Lion, atid ho t'dgod away out 
of range, anchoivd and drifted to sea 
again with tlio ehb. But Drake and all 
tho rest dashed on, stink the guardship — a 
large galleon — and sent Hying a Heet of 
giilleys which ventured too near them 
and were never seen again. 

ELirther ri'slstance tlieri'was none — abso- 
lutely none. The crews of the ships 
escaped In their boats to land.* ••I'lie gov- 
ernor of Cadiz, tho same Duku fif Medina 
.''^idonla who tho next year was to gain a 
dististrons immortality, Hod "like a ttill 
gentleman" to raise troops ami prevent 
Drake from landing. Draku had no in- 
tention of landing. .At his extreino leisuro 
he took possession of the.Spaiilsh shlpiiiiig, 
searched ••very ve.ssel and etirrled off ev- 
I erything that he could use. Hu dotained 
as iirisoners tho fow men that he found 
on hoard, and then, after doing his work 
delllierately and eonipletely, lie set tho 
hulls on tiro, out tho eahlos and loft thoni 
to drivoon tin* rising tide under the walls 
of tho t»»wn — a eoiitused mass of hluziiig 
ruin. On April 12 ho had sailed from 
I'lyiiiuulh. On the 2nth he enterod CaiUz 
harlior. On May 1 he |iass«'d out again 
without tho loss of a lioat or a man. lit' 
said in jest that he hud singed the heard 
of the king ot ,'spain for him. In sober 
prose he had dono the king of .^paiii an 
amount of dninauo which a million ducats 
ami a year’s labor would lnn>erf».ftly ro- 
plaee 

The ihirlng rapidity of tho eiiterprlso 
astonished .'^paln ami astonished Eurojio 
more than the storm of thti West Imlhin 
towns. Thu English had long tooth, as 
.'^aiita Cruz had told Philip's eoiincil, ami 
the teeth Would need drawing heforo mass 
would he heard again at Westminster. Tho 
.•spanianls wero a gallant race, and a dash- 
ing oxploil. though at their own e.xpeiise, 
eo'ild 1)0 admired liy tho euuiitrymeii of

A CURIOUS CANDLESTICK. 


Thxt VVrtA Xlmlc of nn Op«*n 
Hitrtcl of Hniipotviler. 

Hlslorlenl slndi'tils. when called tii'on to 
i-ritU'lse relations of events, espi'elally 
those that siU'in in themselve.s unlikely, 
that are recorded to hav<> happened In tho 
livi's of ]'er.sons whose careers are s»»parat- 
ed liy a long period of tlim*. when the said 
events have a very striking slnillnrlty ho- 
tween them, are wont to nvaard tho first 
narrative as the prototyin* and tho latter 
as a ease of transferoneo. .'•'oniot linos this 
may lie tho <’orr«H’t view to take, hut It Is 
lonimonly a dangorons proeoedlng to In- 
sist upon. .An ••xamjilo has ooonrred to 
mo rooontly whleh Illustrates tills. 

.At EList Bntterwlek, a village on tho 
banks of the Trent, some eight miles 
northwest of this pl.'vce, tliere lived In tho 
iniihlle of the century a shopkiHiiier namod 
Marshall. He was a general denier, sup- 
plying nearly all the wants of his neigh- 
bors. Above this mnn’s slnqi and adjoin- 
ing onthonses was a long ehamber, upon 
to the roof. In which he kept such stores 
ns ho had not room for In Ids .so.mowhat 
small slid]). Among other tliKigs this 
room contaliUHl a mangle, which was at 
tho sorvloo of snob of tho womon of tho 
town us made him a small payment. 

One winter evening several women wore 
engaged In mangling when one of them 
knwked down their solitary eandlestiek 
nnd. heing prolmbly of earthenware, it 
was broken. Work for the night was near- 
ly over. It did not seem worth while to 
fetch another, so one of the women took 
the still hiirnlng camllo — hapiiily It was 
not n very short one — and stuck It Into 
sonic black, dusty looking stuff which she 
hml noticed In a barrel stnnding near. 
{Soon, however, one •»! thi*so good dames 
had occasion to descend into tho shop, juul, 
eneounterlng .Marshall there, naturally be- 
gan to aiiologizu for tho candlestick hav- 
ing suffered. 

Wo may eoneelvo what was the shop- 
keeper’s horror when he heard what was 
the substitute that had lieen found, for ho 
knew at once that tho candle was stand- 
ing In a cask *if gunpowder. Ho rushed 
up stairs and was just in time. Ho made 
“a cup with his two hands. " as ho said, 
‘‘so tlmt no sparks could get to tho pow- 
der,” nnd drew the camllo calmly out 
without uttering a sound. His words aft- 
erward when all danger was over were, I 
have been told, of a kind not uneommonly 
heard on board of keels and coal liarges 
on our rivers, but such as are discouraged 
elsewhere. 

Marshall told me of this very soon after 
It occurred. The date I am unable to fix, 
but am sure that it was before tho year 
lx.^4. In the year ISOI "The Deiiositions 
E'rom the Ctistle of A'ork * * * In the Sev- 
ente«mth Century" were published by tho 
Surtees society. In Ji note in this work by 
its editor, the late Canon Haine, tho fol- 
lowing passage occur.s. The parallelism 
between the two narratives as to tho way 
the camllo was removed from danger i.s 
very striking: 

"Newcastle had a very narrow escape 
about 1H8-1. An upprentico going up with 
a cniulle into a loft which contained many 
barrels tif giiniiowder and much combusti- 
ble material thouglitle.ssly stuck the can- 
dle into a barrel, of which tho head had 
been knocked off, to .serve for a eundle- 
stick. Ho saw tho danger and Hed. A 
laborer ran into the lolt, and, joining both 
his hands together, drew the eamllo softly 
up between his middlemost lingers, so 
that if any snuff hml dropped itniu.st have 
fallen into the hollow of the man’s hand.’’

Death of Mr. and Mrs. Albert Bowker. 
Mrs. .Albert Bowker *lie«l at her home on 
.Jewett .street, Wedne-siluy morning. She 
was for '22 years president of the Woman's 
hoard **f missions and was the originator of 
the society which was the first *lenonrma- 
tional organization specially forme*! for 
wonian’.s foreign missionary work. .>116 was 
a woman of great Biresight and executive 
ability, combine*! with unbounded *levo- 
tion to any cause she espouse*!, and the 
wisdom with which the foumiations of her 
.society were lai*l have prove*l Invaluable, 
not only In her own society, bnt in those of 
other tleimmlnations thronghont the coun- 
try. 

.\s ail active worker for the soldi-crs in 
the civil war, ati*t as president of the L’nion 
-Maternal .Association, .she was a I'ioneer in 
organized work for women, which has 
spreail so ranidly throughout the world in 
the latter part of the intli century. 

In IM'b, ow ing to ill health and increas- 
ing infirmities, she resigned her active con- 
iiecti«m with the board, although her name 
has been continue*! on its list of officers 
until the present time. Till w ithin a few 
years Mrs. Bowker's residence w as in Ea.st 
Boston, where she wa.- well kimwn for her 
constant «lee*ls of kindiie.ss ami philanthro- 
py from childhoo*!, ami where she was 
much belove*!. Her loss will be mourned 
by Christian workers all over the worbl. 

Two large buildings in foreign lands bear 
Her name— Bowker Hall in Bombay .Ameri- 
can .Mission school, tilled with more than a 
hundred pupils, ami Bowker Ilali. one lyf 
the two large buildings of the .Anieric<% 
(?*)llpge for Girls in Constantinople, which 
is iloing so much for the education ami 
elevation of women and girls iu the Turk- 
ish empire.

1 may .say, however, 1 
have found that citizens of no other ward..> 
in the city have been so universally well 
.satisfied with the value put upon their real 
estate by the assessors, as have been tho>e 
of Wards iMieand ?seven, ami hence have 
so sHldom, 1 imagine, appeared before the 
board seeking abatement. 

The late .ludge Hitman once remarked in 
my presence that he paid his tax bill more 
cheerfully than any other, as he always 
considered he received much more than 
hi.s moneys worth: ami 1 do not believe 
that many of the citizens of Newton are 
aid .-eriously to complain of their tax bills, 
aiid especially that p.irt(»f them which per- 
tains to their real estate hoblings.

.•\t that the people of Olynqiia arose In 
indignation, called a meeting, and after 
vig.'fously dlsemislng ways and nu'ans re- 
rolved that, although the railroad had been 
I tth given ami taken away, they were not 
I ound to subtnit as unto the Isinl, but 
Would build one for themselvp.s and build 
it with voltjuiary subscriptioufl of labor 
and material. 

One brigltt morning In April the Olym- 
pia brass iKind Italted at the corner of ^inln 
and Fourth streets, Citarley Granger 'b 
bay mtilo Hetty fell in liehlnd. Then canto 
the olHclals of l)oth city and county, led 
by the governor atid followed by Iho citi- 
zens, until the whole procession was half 
a mile in length. Tltey marehed Vo a high 
blulT above tlie cajiltol building, and there 
the mayor of the city and the governor 
both madi‘ speeches, and a prayer was of- 
fered. The first sod was turned, and the 
grading of tlu' road began in carnc.st. One 
day in every week was set apart as field 
day, when the city and county officials 
came out as at llr.st, the merchants closed 
their .stores, and mechanics shut their 
shops, and young men and old men, boys 
and Indians plied tlie spade with liearty 
will, wlillc the women spread the tables 
with all things needed for a midday feast. 

Week after week the work went on, ami 
the road stivtched out jiast the timber 
skirting the upper end of Puget sound, 
past the falls of Tumwater, between the 
Indian nioumls of Mound Prairie, tiirough 
half a mile of timber to Hush Prairie, 
more timber, more prairie, acniss wide 
and shallow Scatter creek, IG miles to 
Tenino. 

Tlien the tle.s were made and laid and 
not a doll.ar had yet Ijcen asked for. Hut 
the time had come to buy the rolling stock, 
and sub.scrlpt ions came iiouring in until 
everything was liought and ready. 

What a day it was in tho history of 
Olympia when tlie first train was started 
over the hard earned little railroad! Open 
cai*s were hung with evergreen, and ag dn 
the i>eoplc all came out, with music and 
rejoicing, this time to ride and not to 
work. 

Many of the old soldiers who labored 
faithfully to build that little road, among 
them General Mllroy, who was known all 
througli tho civil war as Gray Eagle, have 
crossed the silent river, but the road they 
l)uilt is still In use, and old settlers point 
to It with pride, the road the hardy pio- 
neers made with their own hands, tho 
cheaiie.st railroad in tho world. — San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle.

A Uorso That CmiiHI Not .Staiitl tho I’angH 
of Separation. 

“Speaking of the emotional life of a 
horse,” said un old trainer who had lx‘cn 
listening to a story about nn aninml’s 
death that was directly traced to grief, ‘’I 
recall one remarkable iiistunco of i.orrow 
shown by a horse belonging to a circus 
with which I was traveling three years 
ago. Wc were pcrforniing in the little 
town of UnionvHlc, Pa., when one of tlie 
trick inn SOS fell and sprained one of liis 
legs so liadly that ho coulil'iiot travel. He 
was taken to a livery stalile and put in a 
box stall, tho leg was liandaged and he 
was niaile as comfortable as po.ssible. 

•’He ale ids food and wa.s apiiarontly 
contented until about midnight, wTien 
tile circus licgan moving out of town. 
Tiicn lie liecaiiie restless and tramped and 
wbiniiii'd. As the caravans moved jiast 
the stable lie seemed to realize that lie was 
being dcsiTted, ami ids anxiety and dls- 
trc.ss became pitiful. He would stand 
wTtli ids cars pricked in an attitude of in- 
tense listening, ami then as ids carscanglit 
tile houiidsof the retiring wagons lie would 
riisli as best lie could witli ids injured leg 
from one side of tlio stall to tlio otlier, 
pushing at tlie door with his nose and 
making every effort to c.scape. Tlie sta- 
bleiimn, wTio was a stranger to Idni, tried 
to sooilio idni, Imt to no purpu.se. He 
would not l<e comforted. 

“Long after all sounds of tho circus had 
ceu.sed ids agitation continued. The sweat 
poured from liiiii, and lie quivered in ev- 
ery part of ills Ijody. Finally the stable- 
iiian went lo ids employer's liou.se, woke 
1dm up and told lilm lie lielieved tlie lior.se 
would die if some of the circus lior.ses were 
not brouglit liack to keep Idni company 
At about diiyliglit tlie proprietor of the 
stable mounted a lior.se and rode ulti-r tlie 
circus. He overtook us 10 or 12 miles 
away, and us 1 liad clmrgeof all tlio liorscs 
and was mucli attached to tlie Injured 
uidiiial 1 returned wTtli liim. Wlmii we 
readied tlie stall, the lior.se was dead. 

"The stalileman said that he remalnetl 
for nearly an hour jierfcctly still and with 
every seii.sc apparently stralncil to ilie ui- 
luoat tension, and then without making a 
sign fell and died with scarcely a si niggle. 
The Veterinarian who wa.s calh-il reiimrkeil 
after tlie cireumhtan..‘es were told him 
that unqiiestioiialily tlie horse died Irom

Tlie Many Mnfhrmatlral I’rnhlenis Involv. |

A rejioritT for the Boston Herald gives 
this Ititerestlng ncconni of a talk with one 
of the regular army ofllcers at Fort Ham- j 
llton, In Boston harlKir: i 

I “In tho days of tho civil war ranges I 
1 were so very short that the gunner had no I 
' dllllculty in seeing his target and laying 
I his gun directly upon It. Wlml and specil ' 
; of tinret cut no llguro liccnuso the project- 
ile had such a short distance to pass over 
I that neither had enough time to act to 
I make any approelahlo dllTerenco. But 
now when firing at a target eight miles 
1 away all of these things make themselves 
felt.

‘ can only be figured out for each particular 
shot at the time the gun Is fired. 

“Most of tills information must bo 
worked out from data olitalned from fir- 
ing tests and mu.st be tliorouglily nssiinl- 
Inted by tho exjiert artillerist. Then by 
taking ob.servatlons tit the time of firing 
data are obttilned from which re.sults can 
be computed. 

“The most Important part of tho oiH>rn- 
tlon is of course to locate the target. The 
Invention which has enabled us to do this 
is sometliliig wholly Amerlcjin — a develop- 
ment of our regular army. 'This inventitin 
is the range finder. It looks a simple tif- 
ftilr — a tall modern tower, with a sub- 
staiiti.'il foundation, built on a eomiiiand- 
ing height ami connected with the guns, 
perhaps half a mile distant, by telephone. 
At the top is a large telescope, adjusted on 
a polished steel circular table. A dial on 
tho telescope frame is cogged with tho 
edge of the circular talile and gives at any 
instant the direct reading in azimuth.

Tiik Boston Commercial Bulletin is red- 
hot in favor of what it calls “ c*ommercial 
expansion” which it calls ‘‘one of the 
greatest peai‘e-fonmling inlluenees,” but 
one has to read a long ways through its 
‘•intlamed" article to find that it means 
the annexation of everything in sight, to 
enlarge our home-market. It denounces 
any criticism of such a policy as “traitor- 
ous” ami “un-American,” ami evidently 
the writer was experiencing very hot 
weather. The Commercial Bulletin has 
been one of the leading opp(»nents of any 
“Commercial expansion” and in common 
with the other high -tar ilT organs an- 
nounced that the home-market was enough 
for American manufacturers and the 
Hingley bill was all that was needed to 
restore prosperity. Evidently the Dingley 
remedies have faile<l to work, and their 
advocates are now taking the same ground 
that has been advocated by more intelligent 
people for many years. Excluding trmle 
has been found to be a lamentable failure, 
ami hence the sudden believers in “im- 
perialism” and grabbing all the territory in 
sight, even if said territory is in the 
tropics and the market there for our 
products must be a very small one for 
years, as the natives havefewwants and, 
as iu the case of Hawaii, sells us many 
times more than we buy of them. The 
trade of all the islands the imperialists are 
so crazy to annex will never amount to 
what Canada buj’s of us, ever under the 
vexatious restrictions that these same im- 
perialists have idaced iipon it. In addition, 
if these annexationists succeed, and place a 
high-tarilT wall around all the.se islands, it 
can only be maintained at great cost, iu the 
way of an army of occupation, fortifica- 
tions. many battle-ships, ami another army 
of custom house eniploye.s, all of which 
the people would be taxed to pay for, and 
it is a (piestlon if these same taxes would 
not amount to a.s much as the value of 
goods we would sell, which would be pay- 
ing pretty dear for our “commercial ex- 
pansion.” Our manufacturers now boast 
that by means of our imi»roved machinery 
and more capable w orkmen we can under- 
sell the world, so w hat is the need (*f 
maintaining a great and co.'^tly army and 
navy to comj)ei the savage.-, of the Philip- 
idnes uiul elsew here to buy our goods.

(fUAi'UU-. La.st year the us.se.s.s(»r.s raised 
the value of the Rockefeller estate in 'I'ar- 
rytown to 6”,lsb,' < hi. The owner protest- 
ed and carried the ca.se to the courts, and a 
referee has decidetl that it .Nhould be re- 
duced to S:U::,T7."i. the odd figures being put 
in to give it plausibility, probably. 'I’he 
fact- of tlie case are that .Mr Rockefeller 
bought the place at a bargain. pa\ ing ‘jl-Vt, 
000 foi it. 'I'lie old house upon it w ast«)rn 
down as of no value, a new one built, ami a 
m dioM dollars said to have been expend-d 
Obviously the tirst valuation was unfair, 
and Is said to have been the re-ult of 
malice, yet the referee'.- valuation seem.- 
also to be unfair, if the exjtemliture upon a 
place is taken as any basis of \alue. 'I’he 
referee possibly figured on what the place 
w(»uld bring at a forced -ale, and it is 
argued by some that tlie f^ir maiket value 
should be the basis of assessment ^ et if 
-Mr. Rockefeller has a idace costing him 
i'l.l.'iO.OiHi, wh.\ should he be taxed for a 
third of its value, w hilecoinpatutively poor 
men, owning places costing them from

No Convi-rHion of Africa PfisAlblo If Mc- 

iiouatiiy 1 m Kffiiiircd. 

A partlcnlaiTy interesting reminiscence 
of General < lord * 111 was given recently nt 
the Shoreditch town hall by tlicarchbl.shop 
of Canterbury, who presided over a meet- 
ing coiiven«'d in tlie Interest of the uni- 
versities mi-siun to central Africa. Very 
shortly liefoi-e starting iur Kliartnm. in 
1SS4, Gordon came to Dr. Temp.lo to con- 
sult him on thn.'e pnibleiiis. tlie llrst of 
wliich wa.s wheiher as a mere layman he 
would be just Hied in endeavoring to con- 
vert the natives nml even i«j baptize them. 
Tu that the archbishop answered certainly 
— every Cliristlan %vas nt liberty alike to 
preach and to baptize. 

Gordon then lu’opounded a plan ho had 
for buying' slaves a thousand at a time, 
drilling them thoroughly, and ]x‘rhaps 
making 10 per cent good soldiers, giving 
freedom nkliiintely to all, nnd asked 
whether slave iniyir.g could ever be jnsti- 
llalile. Again tlie archbishop could reas- 
sure his scruples nml point out tliat if 
purehased wltli a view to giving tliem lib- 
erty the act would he comiiatlblo with tho 
highest Christianity. Tho ultimate dllli- 
culty, however, was polygamy, Gordon 
explaining that a man had rarely less than 
four wives, ns this iinmher snl’iced to 
maintain him. ami asking whether Chris- 
tian tenets eonhl possibly saneiion a limit- 
ed plurality of wives. Riit on this Dr. 
Temple admlttiHl he could give no justify- 
ing permission whatever, and to establish 
a pseudo religion without so elementary a 
prinelple of morality would Ih- highly rep- 
reheiisihle. "Then, "said G onion, " Atrica 
Is a long way tro*n conversion it one wife 
is made an es.seiitlal of it." — Ixmdoii Tele- 
graph.

At the Colnmblaii exposition an ap- 
paratus %vas sliowii, consisting of a retl».H.'tor 
and proiK'r atta.Timents, which ntlliz«.*il 
the heat uf the sun to such an effeet that 
u two horsepower engine wa- rnii by It. 
It is proposed to try exiaTimeiitliig with 
rellectors in countries wTiere Hie sky is 
free of cloudiness and the sun sliiiies al- 
j iost uninterrnptt'illy nearly every day in 
the year. — New York Le<lger.
